WASHINGTON, July 31.—The United 
States Government will not join in any 
prelithinary conference on disarmament 
and the Far East unless all the principal 
allied and. associated powers are repre- 
sented in it, and there is. no prospect 
that there would be such general: repre- 
sentation in any preliminary mecting. 
This has become definitely known~here 
tellowing continuous intimations from 
abroad that there was to be such a con- 
ference. 

Great. Britain’s proposal for a pre- 
liminary conference is born: of. the 
wishes of the Prime Ministers of the 
Overseas Dominions who are in: London 
attending the imperial conference. Their 
engagements at home probably will 
make it impossible for them, with the 
exception of Premier Meighan of 


Canada, -to attend the formal conference 
in Washington if it begins in November, 
as President Harding has suggested. 


-to have a preliminary conference in the 
United States or Canada on their way 
bask to their own capitals is’ well- un- 
derstood by the Harding Administration, 
which has sympathy for their position, 
but, as responsible officials here see the 
situation, it would bring about an em- 
Darrassing situation in international re- 
lations if all the- powers invited would 
be unable to participate. 

France \and. Italy might possibly be 
able to gen delegates to a preliminary 
meeting, but it fs clear to officials that 
Japan Would not, and the Government 
feels that it would be unfair to Japan 
\to have any such meeting unless she 
was represented. Out side of the cour- 
tesy due to Japan, there is the circum- 
stance that Japan has been foremost 
among the invited powers in advocating 
preliminary exchanges for the purpose 
of defining the scope and nature of the 
conference. 

If a preliminary conference should be 
held soon—and an ony date would be 
necessary to fit in’ with the homegoing 
itineraries of the British*overseas ime 
Ministers—a. meeting of representatives 
of the United States, reat Britain, 

Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa might ‘be construed by 
Japan, already suspicious of the object 
of the conference, as a combination 
against herself. \ 

t seems to be clear, therefore, from 
what is known of the Government’ 8 at- 
titude, that # will not join in a con- 
ference even if representatives of the 
British Government and the Prime Min- 
isters of overseas Dominions come to the 
United States or Canada to hold it.

But when‘ the girl 
proved to the police that it was at 
young Adams’s instigation that she com- 
mitted the robberies, he finally admitted 
his guilt, but protested he was concerned 
in only three robberies which the girl 
referred. to.

The robbery, how- 
ever, which they felt they could char. e 
him with occurred on Jan. 11,'in the 
home of Miss~ Myrtle Tannahiil, an 
actress, at 245 West Seventy-fifth 
Street.

THE REVIVING RAILWAYS. 


The prosperity of the railways 1s so 
inseparable from that of the country 
that good néws, about eithér méans 
good ‘news about the other. Accord- 
ingly, there should bé no checking the 
revival ‘in the affairs of the railways 
on the ground that the. Government 
has done enough for them, and that 
now. they will earn their way’ out of 
their troubles. . The latest partial re- 
port of earnings is for. June. 
sixty-nine roads: it shows that the 
railways’ main dependence ' is still 
economy rather than excess of earn- 
ings over expenses, ‘It is thriftthat 
‘enables the companies to report a’ net 
operating income of $29,281,000, 
against a deficit. of $10,960,000. last 
year. That comes about through re- 
duction of expenses from $200,728. C00 
to $164, 198,000. But there is a point 
at which retrénchment ‘becomes : de- 
structive: It is a question how long 
the railways carn continue to cut, ex- 
pénses and maintain éfficiency. Con- 
cern. over thé condition of the rail- 
ways cannot be dismissed until there 
is‘@ gain in their earnings. That..is 
expected to come with the crop move- 
ment. 

The root of the railways’ troubles 
has béen that they were ordered. to 
spend: more in increased wages than 
they were allowed to earn by in- 
creaséd rates. If the prosperity of the 
railways is*to promote thé prosperity 


of the country, they’ must be enabled, 
to spend moré rather than compelled’ 


to save more.” An inérease of earnings 
will Be ‘possiblé only if “the ‘failways 
are sllowed to -etain for a time the 
incréasé in. fates which was concéded 
to them. Even the great decrease in 
general prices for all that the railways 
‘buy leaves their costs above the in- 
erease of what they were allowéd to 
earn by higher rates. Freight rates 
weré increased 30 per cent., wheréds 
thére was nothing exceptional in in- 
creases of pri¢es of what railways buy 
by 100 or éven 200’ per cent. When 
other prices ahd costs of production 
were rising against the railways the 
interstate Commerce Commission ré- 
péatedly refused appeals for. higher 
rates, 80 thAt in 1918 rates were lowér 
than in 1900. ‘Then followed the costly 
years of Government administration 
pegatdiess of expense.
